THE United States in Congrefs aflembled, after giving the 
moft honourable teftimony to the merits.ofthe feecderal armies, 
and prefenting them with ths thanks.of gheir country, for their, 
long, eminent, and faithfal fervicey—haming thought proper bv | 
their proclamation, bearing date thé-a8thof October ‘aft, to * 
difcharge fuch part of the troops as were engaged for the war, ° 
and to permit the officers on furlough to retire: from fervice © 
from and after to morrow, which proclamation ‘having been 
communicated in. the public papers for the information and go- 
verninent of all concerned :—it only remains for the Command- 
er in Chief to addrefs hinvlelf once more, and that forthe laft 
time, to the armies of the Unired States (however widely dif- 
perfed individuals who compofed ahem may be) and to bid them 
an affectionate, a long farewell.

dwell on the dark fide of our paft affairs. Every American 
officer and foldier mufl now confole. hinfelf for any unpleafant 
circumftances which may have occurred, by anecollection of 
the uncommon fcenes in which he has been called to a& no 
inglorious part ; and the aftonifhing events of which he has 
beeri a witnefs ; events which have feldom,. if ever before, ta- 
ken place on the ftage of human agtion, nor can they probably
